26. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A cibmputer readable medium encoded with processing 
instnjctions for implementing a server controlled method of updating commodity catalog 
information to a medium on a p^pufer and purchasing from the commodity catalog information,

receiving at the server a pequ^t for access by the computer using the medium having 
corresponding existing commodity catalog information written in a read-onlv area of the medium :

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34. (ORIGINAL) A system of making pufchases from and updating commodity catalog 
infonnatlon on a recording medium, comprlsingl 

a computer having a network accessing device, and a recording/reproducing device to 
read/write from/to the recording medium, where the recording medium comprises 

a read only area containing existing coijimodity catalog information having a first date, 

and 

a write area; and 

a server having a network server and Updated commodity catalog information having a 
second date, the networi< server that Is accessible to the network accessing device over a 
network, 

wherein, after said computer accessdb the network server, said server 

checks whether the second date is different than the first date, and 
if the second date is different tthan the first date, transmits the updated commodity 
catalog information to be written on the write area using the recording/reproducing device. 

35. (ORIGINAL) The system according to claim 34, wherein: 

said server further comprises an encryption server and an electronic commerce server, 
the electronic commerce server to transmiflan encrypted key to be written on the write area to be 
used if a commodity is purchased, cn^ |o (provide electronic commerce between said computer 
and said server during the purchase, 

said computer further comprises^al/encryption security device, to provide, if a request is 
made by said computer for a commodity^sed upon the existing and/or updated commodity 
catalog infonmation, the encryption security aevlce and the encryption server authenticate an 
identity of a user, and provide cryptograppic communication between said computer and said 
server. 

36. (ORIGINAL) The system accf)rding to claim 35. wherein the networi< comprises a 
wireless network. 

37. (ORIGINAL) The system acjbording to claim 35, wherein the networtc comprises a 
network over the Internet.
